In spite of many new» rivals, the 
orchid in recent years has held ite 
ground, Its position is unique, for 
no other flower has evoked, sucha 
costly expenditure for travelers, who 
have ransacked out-of-the-way regions 
for new specimens. The prices realiz- 
ed in the saleroom are often astound- 
ing to those outside the ¢ircle of or- 
chidists. 

One important element in the de- 


| velopment is the fact that the culture 


of orchids is not now confined to the 
wealthy enthusiast; their cultivation 
has been taken up by amateurs, ‘who: 
are able to devote a small greenhouse 
to a modest collection at a low cost. 
At the present time it is possible 
to secure plants for a few shillings, 


which some years ago would have.| 
cost as many pounds. 


It is generally recognized that or- 
chids can be grown as easily as other 
flowers; the difficulties which were 
at one time associated with this sec- 
tion have been elastically exaggerat- 
ed. Years ago, owing to the lack of 
proper knowledge, mistakes were made 
in their treatment; but the accumu- 
lated experience of many of the lead- 
ing orchidisis have placed growers in 
the possession of simple methods that 
the merest tyro can soon attain effi- 
ciency. 

Orchid-growing is always found an 
indescribably fascinating hobby. 
There is such a wide variation in the 
forms, and endless possibilities as re 
gards color surprises. Moreover, ther? 
is the added attraction that one may 


| find amongst his collection a rure spe- 


cies: worth a big sum, if offered at the 
auction mart in Cheapside. 

The fantastic shapes afford endless 
enchantment to the close observer. In 
the curious forms one sees revealed 
instances of mimicry, which are not 
cgnfined to this section of floral life. 
Several of the British section resem- 
ble insects, as the Fly, Bee, and Spi- 


der orchids; torms of animal life are |, 


delineated in the Frog® the Monkey, 
the Lizard orchid, and others. In the 
exotic section there are also some re- 
markable shapes, including Peristeria 
elata, the flowers of which resemble 
a dove about to alight. 

The famous Butterfly orchid (On 
cidium papilio) is included in many 
collections, notably in the costly one 


belonging to the Duke of Devagnshire | 


at Chatsworth. The formation of a 
is closely followed, the re- 
semblance being very striking.

fore breakfast ts a suitable ti for 

most people, especially if the ex 

is followed by a cold bath and brisk 


Some people cannot exercise before 
breakfast without feeling unduly fa- 
tigued, the exhaustion often tasting 
throughout the day, Before retiring 
is a safer time for such people uniess 
they can arrange for forenvon or after- | 
noon work. 

Nervous subjects with an excitable | 
circulation should not, as a rule, exer- | 
cise before retiring. 

Exercise should never be taken just 
after a meal, and no exercise just 
prior to eating should be so severe as 
to cause great fatigue. In either case 
the digestive functions are impaired, 
and al] benefits may be neutralized. 

Forms of Exercise. 

Exercise should be graded actording 
to age and condition. When there is 
actual disease medical advice must be 
sought and followed or injudicious ex- 
ercise may prove extremely barmful. 

In prescribing exercise a good sys- 
tem is that of Dr. Dudley Sargent of 
Harvard. In this system the vurious 
movements have been given descrip 
tive names to facilitate memorizing 
them. 

The following is a brief outline of 
the several exercises: 

First.—Adoration. Standing with 
feet together and hands raised before 
the forehead, as in praying, throw the 
hands and forearms backward until 
the arms are on a Jevel with the shoul- 
ders and forearms directed upward at 
right angles with arms. Repeat twen- 
ty to eighty times. 

Second.—Tree swaying. Stand with 
feet together and arms thrust straight | 
upward, but not rigid. Sway the up- 
per part of the body from side to side. 

Third.—Striking an anvil Stand 
with feet twenty-four inches apart, 
‘arms straight out sideways, face turn- 
ed to left. Keeping the arms rigidly | 
straight, swing the right hand over the | 
head and down on to the left hand 
with a slap. Swing the right arm 
downward and back to original posi- 
tion. Reverse the movement, face 
turned to right. 

Fourth.Swimming, breast stroke. 
Stand with feet twenty-four inches 
apart, left foot forward, weight reést- 
ing on right leg. arms at right angles. 
held close to the side. Thrust arms 
forward, bend body forward and throw 
weight on left leg, bending at the 
‘knee. Sweep arms outward and back- 
ward to original position, imitating a 
swimming stroke. 

Fifth.—Boxer’s guard. Stand with 
feet twenty-four inches apart. right 
foot forward, weight on left leg. left 
arm bent and guarding neck, right arm | 
straight downward and backward 
Press forward, throwing weight on 
right leg, and bring right arm up to 
guard the peck while thrusting the left 
arm downward and backward Re 
peat the mové, springing from one foot 
to the otber. 

Sixth.—Chicken wings. Stand with 
feet together und thumbs in armpits. 
Raise both elbows while raising left 
knee to the waist. Return to first po- 
sition and repeat. raixing opposite 
knee. Keep up the movements alter- 
nately. 

Seventh.—Signa! station. Stand erect, 
with heels together, bands on bips. 
Thfust the right arm straight upward 
while lifting the left leg outward and 
upward, rigidly extended. Lower the 
limbs and repeat on other side. 

Eighth.—Rowing. Stand facing the | 
right, feet twenty-four inches apart, 
right leg forward. arms at right angles | 
and close to sides. Bend forward, 
weight on right leg. with arms extend- 
ed, until fingers touch the floor twelve 
incbes in advance of rigbt foot. Re- 
turp briskly to first position as though 
pulling on oar. Repeat, facing left. 

Ninth.—Restoration. Stand witb feet 
togetber, face downward, back of 
bands touching. Bring bands upward, 
separating as they pass the face. Then 
describe a circle downward and out- 
ward back to first position. Repeat. 
Begin to inhale deeply as the arms are 
raised, slowly exhaling as the arms 
descend. 

These movements should be perform- 
ed from twenty to eighty times at a 
rate per minute that is not unduly 
fatiguing. Many simple movements 
of a similan character will prove effec- 
tive if regularly and systematically 
carried out 

It is important to employ exercises 
tbat bring into play the abdominal and 


chest muscles, whicb encourages deep 


breathing and prevents the accumula- 
tion of fat around the abdomen. 

Tree swaying. striking the anvil, 
chicken wings aud signal station are 
especially good exercises for women 
and elderly people who are excessive- 
ly fleshy. 

Dangers of Excessive Flesh. 

Ruperfiuous fat is not only a burden, 
but it interferes with the normal func- 
Hons of the body. It may be caused 
by too much food and too little exer- 
cise or merely a lack of exercise in 
one witb a family tendency to flesh

Mr. Blachford went to 
Germany some years ago, rather un- 
decided whether té study violin or 
piano. He came back after three or 
four years in Leipsic a thorough ex- 
ponent of the violin, both in playing 
and teaching. He is a type of man 
who might have done well at ordin- 
ary business. He is doing a much 
bigger work with the violin. As or- 
gan.zer of the Toronto String Quar- 
tette, the premier organization of its 
kind in Canada; as concertmaster of 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra; as 
solo performer on the violin; as a ster- 
ling compvuser—when he has time. 
Mr. Blachford is entitled to a full 
appreciation as a big worker who 
knows what he wants and gets it in 
an artistic way. As concertmaster to 
the orchestra he occupies an enviable 
position, even without doing’ sdlo 


| work. But his recent performance of 


the St. Saens concerto stamped him 
as a player who has got the grip of 
a big thing in a very vital and con- 
vincing way. It’s after all in men 
like Mr. Blachford who are willing 
to spend good money and much time 
abroad to perfect themselves in some 
form of art, that Canada has to look 
in the main for the greater part of 
her best art life. While Canadians 
may, and must be willing to learn 
big things from artists who come here 
from other countries to live, we must 
depend very largely upon those who 
have come up in the country for the 
bulk of our best art production, 
whether in music, pictures or writ- 
ing. The more Canada attracts big 
continental artists such as the United 
States has done, the more must be 
expected from native talent.

How Revenue Grows. 

The national debt of Canada at the 
close of November stood at $327,764,- 
621, according to the statement just 
issu by the Finance Department 
Thee was an apparent decrease of 
$5357 during the month, but the 
debt was greater than on November 
30, 1909, by $4,789,8U9. 

The total revenue for the eight 
month3 ending November 30 was 
$75,875,446. as compared with $64.- 
656,509 during the same period of the 
last fiscal year. 

Ordinary expenditure amounted to 
$47,638,846, a decrease of $4,912,277, 
while capital expenditure aggregated 
$19,123,941, a decrease of $1,522,926. 

The revenue ‘for November was 
$10,061,060, as against $8,748,923 in 
the same month last year. The ex- 
penditure on current account or the 
month totalled $6,430,737, an increase 
of $871,307 as compared with Novem. 


ber, 1909. Capital expenditure total- | 
| led $3,145,526, a decrease of $305,255, 


compared with the same month last 
year.

‘The Galway-Green Bay 


Route 


An amazing time-saving 
steamship line from Ireland to 
Newfoundland is again being 
considered. The proposed 
route is from GAlway, Ireland, 
to Green Bay, Newfoundland, 
thence it would proceed oyer 
to Bonne Bay and across to 
Sydney, Cape Breton, a six-and- 
half-hours trip by sea, skirt the 
Nova Scotia peninsula and pass 
Halifax on a swift train (which 
would, of cqurse, not be the 
Intercolonial) and arrive in 
Boston or New York twenty- 
four hours before the steamer 
would have made the 
Scotia port. 

This route was first proposed 
by Sir Robert Bond, prem- 
ier Morris’ predecessor, who 
gave the matter his unreserved 
Sir Robert’s work 
in this connection is truly com- 
mendable and it is our honest 
opinion that if the Liberal 
government were now in power 
in Newfoundland, the Galway- 
Green Bay route would be 
quite evident. As it now stands, 
it_is ‘no ‘more advanced than 
confederation of Newfoundland 
with Canada. 

During the last elections in 
Newfoundland, the present 
premier called the Galway- 
Green Bay route a_ wild-cat 
scheme and said that it was not 
in the fog free zone. Since 
then, his troubled 
has become somewhat sensitive 
and his obstinate mind over- 
powered. We find him today 
advocating another measure 
which the great Sir Robert 
Bond introduced and which he 
enthusiastically supported. 

This is a matter which great- 
ly concerns much of the travel- 
ling public as it will shorten 
the voyage across the Atlantic 
from 3000 miles to about 1700 
nautical miles, and will mean, 
of course, that passengers go- 
ing from or coming to this 
place or any part of this. con- 
tinent will be able to make the 
trip a great deal quicker.

! ‘The tourist who wanders about 
| Btambou! will from time to time come 
on domed buildings of all sizes which 
might be taken for mosques but that 
they seem to have no fountains and 
no minarets. From some place, such as 
the terrace of the mosque of Sultan 
Sulayman, where their roofs may be 
overlooked, it will be seen that the 
low domes are often of a peculiar salm- 
on pink color and always covered 
with glass bullseyes. These are the 
real Turkish baths. 

Quite apart from the ceremonies 
wasb before prayer, Islam, which con- 
siders cleanliness not so much. next 
to godliness as a part of godliness it- 
self, ordains a peri@dical scrub all over. 
And the Turk, unlike the sodden west, 
never sits in hot water, bat prefers a 
bot room, a tap and 4 basin as a min- 
imum and a shampooer and a flesh 
glove if he can afford such luxuries. 

One enters, as in the west, into the 
cooling room, generally a high domed 
room with many galleries around, a 
marble floor and a fountain, and be- 
fore going to u private room or, if the 
bath ts to be done on the cheap, to 
a place on the big common sofas one 
exchanges dirty boots for slipshod 
heelless slippers. Watch and valua- 
bles may be left under the care of the 
cooling room attendant, who superin- 
tends the process of undressing, winds 
a loin cloth around one and throws a 
primrose towel over one’s shoulders. 
Before crossing the floor of the cool- 
ing room the slippers are again ex- 
changed for wooden clogs, wherein the 
novice walks like Agag, delicately, in 
fear of a fall, till he learns to imi- 
tate the speed of the bath men by 
abandoning all attempts to walk and 
executing a fast shuffle. 

The outer hot room, at about the 
temperature of an English shampooing 
room, is a very secondary affair. One 
stays there for a little, still clothed in 
the primrose towel, reclining on a dis- 
tant imitation of a bed, drinking cof- , 
fee and smoking a cigarette, perhaps 
watchin, a couple of shampooers | 
amusing themselves by a _ wrestling | 
bout. The customer and the shampoo- | 
er wear the same type of loin cloth, 


that may be seen any day in the 
streets on an apron worn by the Al- 
banian sellers of chestnuts or sweet- 
meats. 

If that cigarette is finished come 
into the inner room, heavy with damp 
heat, the real bath. The attendant 
pulls off the shoulder towel ana opens 
the door. a heavy wooden affair, kept 
shut by a counterweight, whose bang- 
ing is not the least characteristic noise 
in the bath. Inside is a large square 
domed room. Innumerable bullseyes 
in the dome admit the light, which the 
whitewashed walls reflect, making a 
light and airy effect. On the great 
square slab in the middle they have 
placed a towel and a pillow, and here 
one lies, leaving the clogs on the floor. 

Round the room, screened from one 
another by dwarf walls, are a row of 
marble basins, and here may be seen 
all classes—such is the democracy of 
Islam—from the army officer to the 
day laborer, whose shaved head oddly 
suggests a tonsure. The poorer classes 
do not indulge in the luxury of mas- 
sage. They come for a wash only and 
often bring their own soap for econo- 
my’s sake. It is not uncommon to see 
two of them scrubbing one another by 
turns. 

Presently, unbidden, the shampooer ! 
mounts the slab and squats beside his 
victim. Most of his work consists in 
kneading the flesh rather than the | 
long, heavy strokes of an English mas- 
| seur. But when the customer is turn- 
| ed on his face the masseur becomes | 
more energetic. He plucks the skin | 
on each side of the spine, evalks up 
and down on the back and strenuously 
gathers up arms and legs into curious 
bone breaking knots regardless of the 
grunts of the stiff jointed west. A 
final super-Gordian knot and the clap- ; 
ping of his hands show that it is over.

British Annals Are Full of Striking 


tions to the electors, 
to past services and setting forth the 
candidate’s opinions in detail. A mem- 
ber of the Lyttelton family, in an ad- 
dress about a. century ago, asserted, 
“T have discharged my duty without 
fear or favor, resisting equally the 
undue influence of the crown and the 
machinations of turbulent sedition,” a 
reference to the monarchy which 
would not be tolerated in these days. 

The longest address of recent years 
was issued by a West Country candi- 
date; it ran into more than °4,000 
words. As a set-off to this there is 
the famous one issued to the electors 
of Birkenhead by Sir Elliott :Lees. It 
consisted of the single word, ‘‘Pre- 
toria,”’ cabled, from Pretoria, where 
be was serving with the Yeomanry. 

An oft-quoted address was that is- 
sued by a candidate at Merthyr Tyd- 
fil ten years ago. It was said that 
the gentleman had it printed in Car- 
diff by mistake, being under the im- 
pression he was in the constituency 
for which he was to stand, “I have 
lived, loved, and married,” he told 
the electors; ‘‘owned children and 
houses; experienced the world, the 
flesh, and the devil; made and lost, 
and made and explored; mined, dis- 
tilled, manufactured, built, lent, bor- 
rowed, bought, and sold.” 

For really weird election addresses 
one must go to the thousands of men 
who aspire to the modest honor of 
local councillor. A year ago a Chris- 
tian Socialist tailor came forward at 
Leicester, and it is pathetic to think 
that his really gorgeous address only 
brought him fourteen votes. 

He began by asking the electors ot 
his ward to ‘‘anoint their eyes with 
the spittle of love, and wipe them 
clean with the napkin of righteous- 
ness.” The address is too long to 
quote in full, but its import was that 
every worker was to have a fixed 
wage of $15 per week, ‘‘with free trav- 
el and all rent and taxation ended.” 
No one is to work more than five 
hours a day, and retire from active 
labor at forty-five. 

“T want you to put me into power 
to send all school children on a tour 
round the world during the last four 
years of their school age at the na- 
tion’s expense, to make them bright 
and intellectual men and women, to 
be well-guarded by our soldiers and 
sailors, under the charge of their 
teachers and the most eminent physi- 
cians in our land.” He also intended 
“to put the whole British Empire in 
apple-pie order,’”’ when “every man 
shall smoke his pipe of comfort free 
from taxation, with beer of purity. 
while listening to the orchestia’ 
strains of parisn bands.” 

It was a Hibernian candidate who 
stated: ‘‘My posterity belonging to one 
of the most famous Irish families and 
myself being a man of unassailable in- 
tegrity, of clear intelligence, and of 
exhaustive will-power, I will do my 
utmost for our prehistoric town.” 


Students Cheer for Liberty. 


The Khedive of Egypt was unpleas- 
antly impressed recently by a demon- 


| stration which occurred at Tanta, 50 
| miles north of Cairo, as his highness 


halted there on his way honie from 
Alexandra. 

A number of students of the second- 
ary school shouted, ‘“‘Long live the 
constitution! Long live the constitu- 
tional Egypt!” tnus indicating that 
they were only ready to cheer the 


| khedive when parliamentary rule is 


established there. The shouts became 


| deafening, and signs of displeasure 


were noticed on the khedive’s face. 
When the khedival train departed the 
governor of the province proceeded to 
the school and an inquiry was opened. 
The executive committee of the 
school has in consequence exp lled 
twelve of the students. It has been 
found that the students belong to a 
secret society, the aims of which are 
unknown. Before their expulsion the 
students paraded the streets, shout- 
ing “Down with the Governor. Death 
to him! Long live the constitution!” 
A number of hooligans joined them, 
and several arrests Were made, includ- 
ing thet of a Nationalist lawyer. 
Much excitement prevails at Tanta.

SEA COAST OF BOHEMIA. 


Humorous Errors In Geography of 
the Older Writers, 


In a  Shakespeare-Bacon contro- 
versy this droll error’ always turns 
up. But it is certain that the writer 
of “The Winter's Tale’’ could make 
no defence? Dr. Thoms is not forgot- 
ten by careful students; his “Noto- 
lets on Shakespeare’ contained the 
germ of various discoveries which 
have been worked out in later time; 
stated positively that Bo} 
hemia had a seacoast once. Swarm- 
ing up from Mount Thabor, the 
Hussites conquered Pomerania and 
the ports of Stettin and Rostock, 
they held. for some years. 
Further, he asserted that Speed’s map 
represents them as still in posses- 
sion; though published in 1622, after 
his death, it was certainly known 
many years before, and Shakespeare 
might have seen it. I never felt the 
curiosity to look. up this reference 
myself, but some of the gentlemen 
who are so deeply interested in the 
matter ought to do so. 

At any rate, blunders as grotesque 
have been committed by persons in- 
finitely more responsible than = an 
actor-dramatist. Perhaps the descrip- 
tion of Bombay by the great Lord 
Clarendon is the most pleasing ex- 
ample. When urging the advantages 
of a marriage between Charles II. and 
Katherine of Braganza upon the 
Privy Council, he wrote that the al- 
liance ‘‘proposed to give the English 
nation a free trade with Brazil (sic) 
in the East Indies. And for- 
ever to annex to the crown of Enz- 
land the Island of Bombay, with the 
towns and castles thereon, which are 
within a very little distance of Bra- 
zil.” Apparently the Privy Council 
saw nothing wrong, for when Francis 


Gwyn, who inherited the Clarendon , 


manuscripts, published them, 
fifty years later, he included 
document, without any comment of 
his own or that august body. Prob- 
ably Charles himself was not better 
informed when he granted the East 
Indian Companv a perpetual lease of 
the island for $50 yearly. 

Among the archives at Simancas is 
a confidential dispatch from some 
important personage, recommending 
Waterford as a spot where the sol- 
diers of the Armada might disem- 
bark to conquer England.

The first meeting of the new- 
ly elected Blairmore councillors 
took place in W. A. Beebe’s 
office on Friday evening last. 

The meeting opened at8 p.m. 
Councillors T. Frayer, L, Dutil 
and H. E. Lyon were present. 
The first stroke of business was 
the appointment of a chairman 
when councillor Lyon moved 
and councillor Dutil seconded 
that councillor Frayer be ap- 
pointed chairman, this was 
carried and councillor Frayer 
then took the chair. The ap- 
pointment of a secretary-treas- 
urer was then called for, when 
W. A. Beebe was re-elected to 
that office, which position le is 
to fill until the end of the pres- 
ent council or until we are in- 
corporated. 

Councillor Dutil moved and 
councillor Lyon seconded that 
the secretary-treasurer be in- 
structed to write the secretary 
of Blairmore Lodge, No. 68, I. 
0.0. F., to ascertain if they 
would rent their hall to the 
Blairmore council for one night 
a week—carried. 

The night on which to hold 
the regular monthly meeting 
was then discussed. It was 
moved by councillor Lyon and 
seconded by councillor Dutil, 
that the regular night of meet- 
ing be on the second Monday in 
each month and said meetings 
to commence at 8 p.m —carried. 

The committees were appoin- 
ted with the following result: 
Councillor Lyon is a committee 
of one to look after chimneys 
and fires; councillor Dutil is 
sanitary inspector, and chair- 
man Frayer is inspector of 
roads and bridges. 

Councillor Dutil moved that 
the secretary-treasurer write 
Messvs.
